‘Those qualities 
have basically inspired the sympathy 
which has now been exemplified in 
the notable gathering at Westminster 
Abbey. Thus a great sorrow in the 
Passing of a King hay been able to 
‘Unite men and women regardless of 
the limitations of race and elime. Is 
it not possible for the world some- 
how to use the occasion as a symbol 
of that spirit of concord to which 
King Goorge was so earnestly 
devoted, No miracle can happen, but 
ft Teast it should be possible “for 
something of the present unity to be 
preserved in mitigation of differences 
which, in due ‘course, have to find 
solution or adjustment. 














MR. HU HAN-MIN 
Lively political interest is being 
taken in the return of Mr. Hu Han- 
min to China. It is stated that his 
Intention to proceed to Nanking 
holds good and, indeed, reports of 
his passage having been booked ty 
Shanghai are already current. How- 
ever that may be Mr. Hu Han-min 
has evidently ‘received a warm wel- 
come from his own people of Kuans- 
tung and it is to be hoped that the 
strain of the reception will not prove 
too great for his uncertain healt. 
Mr. Hu Han-min’s politieal intuence 
ig still great, for he retaing the 
prestige of his close personal assocta- 
tion with the lai Dr. Sun Yat-sen, 
apart altogether from his position on 
the Central Political Couneil. There 
‘seems to be no reason why he should 
not be able to take an active part 
in public affairs once ‘more it his 
health permits for he is nol yet 5? 
years of age. ‘The youthfulness of 
‘China's leading politicians is often 
overlooked and the tendency. 10. re- 
gard Mr. Hu Han-min as an "elder 
statesman” is justified rather by con- 
templation of hhis experience than, by 
study of the calendar.

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KING EDWARD VIII 
Jan. 23. 


Dutiful homage is being pald by 
his subjects to the sovereign who 
now assumes the responsibility of 
Idngship on the throne of Great 
Britain as King Edward VIL, No 
stranger thus fills the vacant seat 
of a beloved monarch. More widely 
Inown, within his Empire and with- 
out, than any other prince of his 
time, King Edward VIII is merely 
merging his vivid personality as 
Prince of Wales in the more author~ 
itative and intimate role of Sover- 
eign Lord, He begins his reign, as 
his predecessors mostly began theirs, 
under the shadow of a great mourn- 
ing, That does not diminish the 
fervour or enthusiasm of -the ery 
now greeting him: “God Save the 
King.” He has left behind youth— 
his youth of the grim trench days 
‘and the fearful breathlessness of the 
immediately succeeding post-war 
years—and has reached the prime 
of life, He has already played a 
‘conspicuous part in the life of his 
people, Fresh from Oxford he 
celebrated his coming of age on 
service at the Western Front, he has 
toured the Empire with a thorough 
ness even outstripping that of his 
sire, He has not been afraid to act 
‘as British trade ambassador in for- 
eign countries and he has not 
hesitated to form judgment and 
express it vigorously on those 
economic issues which so, vitally 
complicate the problem of social 
progress, ‘That Is the new King in 
brief. For the rest he has the 
characteristics of his generation: he 
abhors affectation, is ruthless in 
contempt of snobbery, has a firm 
‘belief In physical fitness and con~ 
sequently in the encouragement of 
sport, he knows all classes and has 
a genius for giving of his best in 
contacts with the informal. 

‘To obtain -an insight into the 
King’s character, it may be per~ 
missible to quote a personal record 
‘of an incident which took place in 
‘the wilds on one of his Empire tours 
when he was enjoying a rare and 
much appreciated privacy. A 
chance meeting with a British 
soldier in the jungles of Nepal led 
toa brief halt and talk ending with 
a handshake, “His companion has 
described the emotion shown by the 
royal visitor who confided his 
admiration for the British soldier: 

He had geen the men in the Alth and 

wet and cold and misery of the 

trenches and under fire, and, most 
pathetic of all, when after a spell 

Of Jeave at home and decent food 

fand warinth and family life, they 

‘were on thoir way back to the front. 

And. he related to me individual 

eases of hardship which he had 

feome across, and of the revolt of 
all'a man’s natural human instinct 
against rolurning to such a night 
mare existence. He knew from 
personal experience what the men 
had suffered, and how they stood 
up to it all.....,. He had lived with 
the men when the vell was lifted, 
fand he could see the raw and sly 
side of fe, and his sympathy and 
tinderstanding ‘were very genuine 
and human. 
‘The King on the throne is a man 
in revolt—against the follies of 
human wastage against the erimes 
‘of human oppression. That revela- 
tion gives added point to the Inter 
indications of the former Prince of 
‘Wales? impatience with certain con- 
ditions to which he found some of 
his humbler comrades exposed in 
the slums of England. It implies a 
readiness to use his now enhunced 
influence in encouragement of all 
who seck to remedy economic ills. 
It accords with the general attitude 
which he has adopted toward the 
dutles of his state and toward the 
men and women of his day. 


* Under his father’s guidance the 
nation has happily made great 
strides in recovery from catas~ 
trophe. With the same wise coun- 
sellors available—irrespective of 
parly or creed—the King may be 
expected to continue in the great 
work, Experienced though he may 
be in war and peace—he is the first 
King since George IT to have served 
the country on the fleld of battle— 
he will necessarily find his task 

















a strong individuality and, faithful 
as he has shown himself to the 
traditions of his line, he will per- 
force invoke the spirit of his years 
to guide him, He has. already 
ereated one precedent: on Tuesday 
he flew to London to hold his first 
Privy Council. ‘To him that was no 
new experience. Flying has been 
hhis natural means of transport for’ 
some years. He took to the alr 
almost as a pioneer. Yet that was 
the first air-journey of a British 
King, His actions and words: 


convinced assurance and affee- 
tionate admiration—all earned by 
his already great services to the’ 
Empire. To him his subjects—and 
Indeed the world at large—tender 
heartfelt wishes for a long and 
happy reign. God Save the King. 








GAMBLING OR BANKING

‘A correspondent considers that 
this journal has unfairly commented 
on Dr. H. H. Kung’s treatment of 
rumours regarding the domestic 
bonds, ‘The suggestion is that Dr. 
Kung avoided specific refutation 
lest he should give encouragement 
to the “all too active speculative ele~ 
ment” in the market.  Quotation| 
from observations in ‘this column 
nearly @ year ago is relied upon to| 
answer the criticism to which ex- 
feeption is now taken. This journal 
then noted that Dr. Kung's castiga~ 
tion of rumour-mongers was em- 
‘barrassed by the knowledge that the 
rumour-mongers would treat any 
announcement “whether real or| 
{fanciful as just another peg on which 
to hang a coup or adventurous: 
deal,” But Dr. Kung is in a very 
different position from that in 
which he found himself in February 
last, Since then a Government] 
banking amalgamation has been in 
stituted and has been followed by. 
the abandonment of the silver 
standard and the promulgation of a 
new currency scheme with the co- 
operation of Chinese and foreign 
banks, In sponsoring this scheme. 
Dr. Kung formally pledged himself | 
and his Government to adopt 
certain measures in support: not~ 
ably the creation of a sound central 
banking system and the balancing 
of the budget within a reasonable 
period, Dr. Kung’s sincerity is not! 
in question, He obviously cannot 
fulfll that pledge in a moment. It 
is necessary that he should prepare | 
the ground and he has not been 
entirely inactive as the revised re- 
gulations for the Central Bank of 
China show, although they require 
more precise safeguards against 
political interference than they 
possess in their present form. 
Dr. Kung will be the first to 
realize that the confidence which he 
desires to establish for the success~ 
ful execution of his scheme cannot 
be secured by the issue of state- 
ments alone, It demands evidence 
of the Government's readiness to| 
act in elimination of unhealthy in- 
fluences which cast a shadow of ill- 
repute over its financial organisa~ 
tion and monetary policy. 

Tn making this comment this 
Journal recognizes its position as 
fa foreign newspaper in China. It 
has indeed retrained from giving. 
space to Chinese criticisms which’ 
have been fiercely and specifically 
denunciatory because of that posi 
tion, and because it refuses to give 
over to attacks which, under exist- 
ing limitations, could find no outlet 
in. the Chinese press. If the 
problem under discussion were be~ 
ing reviewed in a British-domiciled 
newspaper and had relation to the 
policy of a British government, far 
Tess restraint would be shown.

lof undoubted responsibility. Specula~ 
tion on the markets is a perfectly 
legitimate and respectable occupa~ 
tlon--for some men. It is highly 
reprehensible and subversive of all 
public confidence if it be indulged in 
by officials or directors of banks, 
especially when those banks are 
in a special relationship with the 
Government's monetary operations. 
Much uneasiness exists in this re~ 
gard. ‘The personnel of the direc~ 
torates appointed last year to control 
the amalgamated banks under Gov- 
ernment auspices, commanded 
general approval. Certain name: 
it is true, aroused questioning anc 
made eyebrows lift. It was hoped, 
however, that the acceptance of 
responsibility would eventually 
justify the selection. It Is distress~ 
ing to find, however, that these ex- 
pectations have not been fulfilled. If 
a gambler feels that banking inter~ 
feres with his gambling he has 
‘only one choice—to give up bank- 
ing. Gangster methods do not fit 
happily within the confines of the 
banker's parlour. ‘The Government 
will admit that when the sincerity. 
of its intentions in political matters 
is being warmly espoused, it may 
place itself in an impossible position 
Jif it neglects to vindicate its sincerity. 
in pressing forward with the re~

Failure to eradicate this scandal 
must inevitably baulk its intentions, 
however genuine and fervent.

‘TRADE RETURNS 
Jan. 28. 

‘The figures for the Foreign Trade 
of China in the year 1935 show that 
although there was a marked 
decline in the value of imports as a 
whole—the total for the twelve: 
months being $924,695,000 as against 
$1,038, 979,000 for 1934—the country 
still handicaps itself by relying on 
foreign countries for food supplies. 
which ought to be readily obtained 
domestically. For, under the head- 
ing cereals and flour (Group XVI) 
the value recorded for 1935 is| 
actually $24 million in excess of! 
that for 1934. The increase is main 
Iy accounted for by imports of rice 
‘and paddy which reached a total of 
‘$90 million as against $60 million in 
the previous year. This indicates’ 
the scope for agricultural reform 
which could enable rice-growers in 
China by reason of better com- 
munications and improved methods.

AUSTRALIA’S DAY 
Jan, 27, 


In the height of their glorious 
summer—shivering Shanghai envies 
them the privilege — Australians 
yesterday celebrated their Founda- 
tion Day—the anniversary of the 
landing of the first settlers in 1788, 
under the command of Captain 
Arthur Philip, whose name de~ 
servedly stands high on the roll of 
Colonial Governors. After Viscount 
Sydney, the Colonial Secretary of 
the day, the settlers eventually 
named the great city which grew up 
round Sydney Cove where the Jand~ 
ing was effected. From that 
‘modest, pathetic adventure sprany, 
the first of the States which now 
compose the great Commonwealth 
of Australia, ‘That Commonwealth, 
as one of the countries of the 
Pacific, has considerable interest for 
China,’ especially as Australian 
born Chinese have played an im- 
portant part in developing the com- 
merce between the two nations. 
Since last Foundation Day the 
‘Australian Government has given a 
new proof of its regard for the con~ 
nection by appointing a resident 
Trade Commissioner to China, 
following the visit here of several 
important Australian missions, chief 
among them being that headed by 
Mr, J. G, Latham. "The influence of 
Australia on Pacific policies is by 
no means negligible and it is satis~ 
factory to observe the growing in- 
terest taken by people of the Com- 
monwealth in the course of events 
here. Australia has the advantage 
of being able to take a detached 
view and yet to rely on friendly 
cultivation of trade associations 
with Japan and China in adjusting 
her outlook towards this part of the 
world, Japan is a valued customer 
‘and with Japan Australia’s friend~ 
ship has developed happily without 
prejudicing an essential freedom to 
foster Sino-Australian trade, the 
importance of which may be ex- 
pected to increase as the years pass 
‘and conditions in China improve. 


Australia can now took back to

A copy” of this 
fold law was unearthed by a barrister| 
1912, his son having boen born on| 
leap year day. Tt reads 
“Know ye all, to take away hence 
forth alt ‘doubt, and. ambiguity that 
ight arise hereupon, the day 
Inereasing inthe leap sear shall be 
accounted for one year. 10 that bee 
couse of that day’ “none” shall "be 
fmpleaded, but tt shall be taken and 
eckoned of the same month wherein 
it groweth, and that day and Yhe day 
olng before shall be aecounted to. be 
fone day. And therefore we do come 
‘mend ‘you that from henceforth you 
do cause this to be published abroad 
Sind observed, 
To many who were born upon the} 
day in question this Act will come| 
‘a pleasant surprise, for until its 
discovery their birthdays could only 
bbe celebrated once in overy four| 
years. There are many famous and| 
fobscure persons who have had only| 
Ja quarter of the birthdays a. person| 
born on any other day would have. 
Thus Lady Runciman in eighty-four 
years ‘only had twenty birthday 
parties, while her husband, Sir 
Walter, would give her a present on 
jeach ceasion calculated to last her| 
for four years. Another leap year 
baby was Lord’ Hamilton, heir to the| 
Duke ‘of Abercorn, who’ at the age 
of 31 has only had seven birthdays, 
‘but under the enactment of Henry Ili 
itis clear that February 20 end 20 
boing legally but one day, leap year 
‘babies are entitled to their birthdays 
In ordinary years on February 28.

QUICK REVOLT 


‘The magisterial revolt against the 
[Money Payments (Justices’ Procedure) 
JAct, ‘which came into force on 
January 1, commenced on the very 
next day, ‘and most emphatically in 
HLiverpool, where Mr. R, J. Ward, 0 
magistrate, discharged thirleen men, 
convicted "of drunkenness, with a 
feaution, In doing so he’ sald “AS 
‘magistrates we have no option but 
to discharge the prisoners under this 
stupid Act. What would be the sense 
fof imposing fines of five shillings if 
it Is going to cost the community £2 
{to collect each one?” ‘The Act re- 
quires that if a fine is unpaid in- 
quiries, which might cost as much as 
£2, would have to be made into the 
person's home life ‘and income. 
JObviously the magistrate did not 
Jearry out his duty. If he could con- 
viet, and on his own statement he 
could, then it was his duly to inflict 
the ‘appropriate fine, leaving the 
‘question of its collection to the pr 
per authorities and procedure. ‘Thiit 
Mr. Ward did not do, but before the 
‘Act had been put to any real test 
hhe decided that it is unworkable, 
though probably if he had 

the fines of £2, such as he suggested 
‘would have been proper, most, if not 
fall of them would have’ been’ imm 
diately paid. If magistrates In courts 
of Petty Session are to be allowed 19 
decide what laws are workable and 
what are not, things will have come 
fo @ pretty pass in Britain, and the 
Jsooner such gentlemen have  thel:

the administration of justice, This 1 
all the ‘more apparent when the 
secretary of the Magistrates’ Associa 
jtion states that magistrates as a

thelr own inquiry ofcers. 


COAL ECONOMY 

‘The considerable amount of time 
and money that has been devoted 10 
fuel research in Great Britain hax 
been well spent, and the annual re- 
port of the Fuel Research Board 
which, was recently issued contained 
remarkable evidence of the economies 
resulting from inereased qmeleney sn 
the use of coal during’ the past 
twenty-five years. In 1010, when the 
population was forty-one million, the 
mount of coal consumed was’ 180 
million tons; by 1954, when the 
population had increased by four 
million, the consumption of coal was 
19 million tons less. ‘The report 
JPoints out that it is greater emeiency 
in coal-burning plant, and not the 
use of olf fuel, whieh has been main: 
ly responsible for the reduction. in 
the consumption of coal, It ig fur 
ther stated that had the use of fuel 
by the electrical, yas, and iron and 
‘steel industries not boon more otl- 
cient than in 1910 they would have 
required 31,500,000 ore’ tons of coal 
jin 1934, and the total consumption 
fof coal ‘in Great Britain would have 
increased Wy more than twelve 
million tons instead of declining by 
nineteen million tons. ‘To take elee- 
UWiety alone, between 1910 and 1994 
production increased by 848 per cent. 
‘with an inerease of only 183 por cent, 
in coal consumption, a saving of 
17,600,000 tons. Other “factors con- 
{ributing to the decline in the eon. 
Jsumption of coal, besides the greater 
‘oicioney in its uses by the industries 
nentioned, include the use by house- 
holders of more scientific grates and 
the improvement and refining of th: 
Jeoat used; 40 per cent. of the total 
now sold ‘being “elean” as compared 
with only 20 per cent. eight years 
ago.

SMUGGLERS SEIZED 
NEAR SWATOW 


Preparations for the Lunar

Swatow, Jan, 15, 

Drug shops at Swatow ‘were’ care- 
fully inspected by details from. the 
Customs on Sunday, and deer-horn 
and ginseng predominated among the 
dutiable, but “undeclared, medical 
Products on these premises. ‘Their 
value is over $10,000.

saw the lights of the Wutachow, thelr 
attention being attracted by the 
rockets. 

Fifteen minutes later the fisher 
men saw no more of the Wutachow's 
lights or flares, Slow moving cralt 
‘as they are, the smacks were rowed 
{o the spot where the passage boat 
had last been seen, and the sun by 
then being up they could make out 
the sunken vesscl. ‘They later turned 
in a report to the police office at 
Chip, and an officer from the Kuang. 
chin had access to this report when 
he called at the station, 

Facts were obtained from the 
office of the Wutachow owners in 
Shullung, and about 160 passengers, 
Ils known, were aboard at the time 
‘of sinking’ or, including the crew, 
over 200 went to thelr death. All 
Goubt as to the ship having been 
overloaded have been dispelled, as 
the owners’ records put her cargo 
down at 29,000 plculs, whereas the 
Wutachow was only of a6-ton 
capacity, 

‘Two weeks prior to the disaster 
while at sea, it was apparent to the 
‘crew that there was imminent danger 
of sinking, and boles and boxes hod 
{fo ‘be thrown overboard to lighten 
the éhip ond avert the danger.

‘Stich sdditional charges of a com- 
mission nature for C.O.D,, for certi- 
ates of demurrage ‘of’ cars, for 
delivering goods to private house 
fand charges of a similar nature also 
Will be. considerably reduce: 

All charges for loading and dis 
charging of goods are to be cancelles 
fentirely and included in the actual 
tariff, ‘The charges on goods carried 
in refrigerators are to be reduced 
considerably, ond instead of it belng 
necessary for shippers to despaten, 
feomplete car loads, It will be possible 
fin the future to send small quantities 
In special refrigerators, 

it'ls quite clear that in making 
these ‘tariff alterations, the railway 
administration will probably suffer 
‘8 decrease ty frelght receipt, but the

BANDITS ATTACK 
LUCHOWFU 


Carry Off Hostages and 
Mule Loads of Loot 
Front A Comesronoext 


Wuhu, Jan, 14 

It seems unthinkable that 200 
Hs could gather, organize like an 
‘army, march on a city, loot, and get 
‘lear away with dozens of mule and 
donkey loads of loot. Yet this is 
wha actually happened on Sunday 
night at the city of Luchowfu, A 
hundred thousand people lay in their 
beds trembling and helpless os the 
bandits fired volley after volley to 
terrorize the inhabitants before they 
started looting. 

For months the government has 
een building gun towers to stop the 
bandits and they are building walls 
around all the “bao” villages, just as 
though it were expected that the 
bandits would become a permanent 
feature, Of course the bandits laugh 
‘at mud walls and gun towers in 
the Luchowfu district. All the coun- 
try people live in terror of their lives. 
‘The sons of prosperous farmers are 
kidnapped and held (o ranson. Towns 
and villages are helpless and have 
to pay tribute to these gangs, 

‘Luchowfu is the principal town on 
the new railway ‘from the Hwai 
River to Wuhu, and is connected 
directly by Fall 'to Nanking so that 
the transportation of troops would 
be a matter of a few hours. 

‘On Sunday the bandits marched on 
this busy town. With a bugler to 
sound signals they assaulted the east 
suburb of Luchowfu and attacked 
‘and looted half q dozen shops and 
‘offices of lumber companies, As this 
is near New Year the shops were 
receiving their payments and hence 
had plenty of loot in goods and 
money. ‘The bandits made a great 
haul, ‘They had brought a large num~ 
ber of mules but they also raided 
a large stable and stole donkeys to 
take off many more loads. Then with 
scores of loaded onimals the bugle 
sounded for the march again. The 
procession stretched out for half a 
Chinese 1j over the winding narrow 
‘country roads as it started off to the 
section of the country whence the 
bandits come, 


Effective Resistance Impossible 

One can hardly blome the local 
militia because effective resistance was 
Impossible. At the time of the at- 
tack on the city only 70 men were 
in the city, ‘The Magistrate had 
taken other soldiers to attack bandits 
In the country bat he missed them, 
‘When the firing began the local mill- 
tia sent ont q detachment of ten men, 
‘They sought to scare off the bandits 
by firing guns, and even got close 
enough to throw a hand grenade and 
kill one of the bandits. 

It would appear that the Govern- 
ment authorities are depending on 
their system of rural organization to 
stop these bandit hordes. The people 
are being organized into tens and 
hundreds and are effective in places 
where the majority are law-abiding 
farmers, but it fs usoless where the 
bandits ‘hold the upper hand because 
no one will dare to report the lead- 
ers, Thus the situation has arisen 
where no one dares to oppose the 
bandits and hence all are for them. 
This means a bandit government in 
cerlain parts of the country. Nothing 
but drastic action by well equipped 
soldiers will overawe the bandits and 
bring the region back under Govern- 
‘ment control. 


Bandit Reign in Anhwel 

‘This situation reveals that there are 
sections in Northern Anhwei, govern- 
ed by a bandit administration. This 
is not obvious to the outsider be- 
cause the bandit government is 
largely sub-rosa. In the case of Lu- 
chowfu we have a situation where 

thas broken through the surface 

into the light. ‘This may be a good 
thing a3 it reveals to the publie gener- 
ally and to the military and other 
authorities who are in Nanking just 
what the condition of the country is. 
People frequently say that the coun- 
try people become bandits when they 
get hungry and must get something 
to eat, Of course this is perfectly true, 
Dut we must remember that the vast 
majority of the country people in 
the less favoured sections always are 
fon the verge of starvation and they 
‘might well consider themselves as hav 
if reached the stage where banditry 
their only recourse. ft would take 
only alittle effective government con- 
trol to persuade them that there were 
other more desirable ways of getting 
food, than by banditry. Frequently 
banditry is not the only recourse, it 
is simply the easiest, and hence the 
‘one they adopl. 

Tt is reported that the Provincial 
Government plans a programme of 
bandit suppression in this district. 
The effort has been delayed so long 
that conditions have become extrem 
ly ‘bad.

Striking Statement by Head! 
of Kwantung Army 





Dairen, Jan. 23. 
A ringing message to the Japanest 





Mion to overcome the national crisis 
was issued by Gen, J. Minami 
Japanese Ambassador to Mancho 
kuo, Commander-in-Chief of the 
Kwantung Army and Governor-Gen- 
eral of the Leased Territory, on his 
Jerrival here to-day from Changchun 
‘on a tour of inspection of the ter~ 
ritory. 

Such determination, he sald, was 
a necessity, for Japon had to face! 
8 friendless world alone, ‘The New. 
‘Year had been marked by the with- 
drawal of the Japanese delegation 
from the Naval Conference and by 
the dissolution of the Imperial Diet 
events which had intensified the 
crisis to on immeasurable extent, 

With her departure rst from ‘the 
League of Nations and now from 
the Naval Conference, Japan was 
for the first time “free internation 
ally,” but, as an orphan, she could 
no longer depend on others, but 
must rely on her own powers, 

Tt was the solemn duty of all 
Japanese to render the greatest loy- 
ally possible, especially by streng- 
thening the Spiritual unity between 
themselves and by developing in- 
ustrial independence, 

"he policies of the Kwantung Army 
were unchanged. ‘The Army's pri 
mary mission was to assist in ‘the 
safe development of Manchoukuo. 

Immediate steps for overcoming 
the ‘risis were, Gen. Minami said, 
fivefold: 

“To relleve Japan's burden in Man- 
cchuria by entrusting the maintenance of 
aw and order to Manchu soldiers. and 
police as carly as possible.

accustomed to for years. Even shop-| 
Keepers will find it diMeutt to change. 
‘They silll talk of roubles and kopecs, 
though the curreney Is kuobi and 
fen. At the Post Omce it Is seldom 
‘that a Ruslan asks for postage 
slamps tn fen, always asking for such 
in kopee values, the post office off. 
clals themselves talk of stamps. In| 
Kopecs ‘and roubles—at least those 
who understand Russian. The census 
papers sent out on December 31 are 
In Russian, instead of the language 
of the country. Another point is 
that foreign names are nol always 
adaptable to Russian characters and 
therefore get terribly muddled, and 
in census papers Latin characters 
should be used for foreigners. It is 
‘often Impossible to recognize an 
English name when written in Rus- 
slan characters.

Rallways are to Manchoukuo what 
blood-vessols are 10 the huraan body. 
‘They are the principal arteries that 
supply life to a geographic area as 
extensive as 1304214 square kilo- 
metres, or about 40,000 square kilo- 
metres larger than the combined area 
of Great Britain, France and Ger- 
many. 

Augmenting tke railways in the: 
ficld of transportation are the high 
ways, waterways and alr lines, all of 
which are fast coming into their own 
but by no means do any of theso

ever, do not minimize in the least 
the dynamie force of tke railways In 
‘Manchoukuo. Like railway systems in| 
‘a number of other countries, railways: 
In this country are essenilally for 
national defence and economic ex- 
ploltation, and as such have a near 
monopoly of the two services. Strate- 
flleally laid out, the railways actually 
represent a well-built skeleton round 
whlek the future of Manchouluo may 
well be developed. 

More Important at the present time 
than as on instrument of national 
defence is the economic role of the 
railways in this country, a virtually 
new land awaiting the hand of man 
to develop. ‘Manchoukuo recognizes 
the economic importance of railways, 
according {0 the SMR. which ex: 
plains the situation in the following. 


“Some new Industrial developments: 
fave, taken place (in ‘Manchoukuo), 
mainly in the opening of new mines 
containing coal, iron and gold. Little 
fis known regarding the potential 
wealth of northern Mancoukuo and 
Investigations are being carried out 
by the economic department of the 
South Manchuria Railway Company. 
in co-operation with the Manchoulauc 
Government. Railway expansion and 
progress serve as te gauge of 2 
cauntry’s dedvelopment and the am- 
bition ‘of Manchoukuo to-day is the 
construction of more railways, though | 
some of them may not yet pay as 
business investments, for  instanee.

Mr, Hoshino, Chief of the General 
Affats Bureau! of the Department of 
Finance at Hsinking, wos asked for 
u slatement as to the status of their 
negotations ‘with the foreign oll 
companies, Mr. Hoshino, than whom 
no one is better Informed on the 
intimate details of the finances of 
Manchoukuo, explained the sitzation 
from the view point of his depart- 
ment substantially as follows:— 

‘The questions raised in negotia- 
tions with foreign oll interests have 
been divided into two parts. The first 
to be considered was the matter of 
the large stocks held by the foreign 
companies at the time when the Ol! 
Monopoly Law was enforced, that Is 
on April 10, 1935, The second part 
concerns the propeities held by the 
foreign oil companies. 

Until now the main’ subject of dis- 
cussion has been the matter of oll 
socks. Mr, Hoshino stated that the, 
euthorities concerned had met with 
the representatives of three foreign 
of companies many times, both in 
Tokyo and in Hsinking, ‘and that 
Analy they had reached a cordial 
understanding.

"Concerning the Purchase by the 
Government of the Establishments of 
Existing Ofl Concerns and Oil Deal 
ers in Manchoukuo in Connection 
with the Institution of the Oil Mono- 
soly,” made no provision for _com= 
pensation for losses or any. invest 
ment in the goodwill of the ‘arelgn 
companies, 

This law provided that, “The 
Government shall purchase " equip- 
ment used by oll importers at the 
lime of the promulgation of the Oil 
‘Monopoly Law, and also equipment 
malntained by ‘dealers who found it 
impossible to continue in business 
owing to the institution of the oll 
monopoly. 


Duplication of Equipment 


‘The question was raised as to 
what attitude the Government would 
take in the event that it was found 
that the foreign oll companies had 
provided, at any single centre, du- 
plication’ of equipment whieh, while 
essential for the operation of com- 
peting firms, might be found in ex- 
cess of the requirements of the ail 
monopoly at that point, 

‘Mr. Hoshino made the very definite 
and reassuring statement that Man- 
‘choukuo authorities in their negotio- 
tlons forthe purchase of proper! 
of the oll companies would not be 
Umited by the future utility to the 
Manchoukuo Oil Monopoly of such 
Properties and equipment. 

‘When informed that the matter of 
British claims had been the recent 
question in the British Parliament, 
‘Mr. Hoshino remarked that negotia- 
tions were proceeding between the 
interested partles, recalling his state- 
ment that one part of the question 
had been settled satistactorily and 
fommented that it was hardly worth 
while for parliament to alse the 








question of claims made on the 
[Japanese Government. 

1n reply to further questions as to 
the operations of the monopoly and 
the probability of its further exten- 
sion Mr. Hoshino stated that it was 
tke expectation of the  Hsinking 
Government that if and when the 
lcapaclty of the Dalren refineries re- 
Quired to be increased, no investment 
lof additional capital would be need- 
fed, but that additions could be f- 
naneed from earnings. 

It was explained that the Depart- 
ment of Finance had opened invest- 
ment accounts for the various enter- 
prises for which the Government| 
had subscribed capital, and that such 
prot and interest as might acerue| 
‘would be utilized for additional in- 
Vvestment. It was further pointed out 
that two of the Government mono- 
polles, namely the Central Bank and 
the Manchurian ‘Telegraph and Tele- 
phone Co, had earned substantial 
[profits and that it was expected that! 
the oil monopoly and the Manchurian 
Electric Industries would also show 
profits with the closing of the a 
counts for 1935. 

Controt of Opium ‘Trade 

The subject of the opium monopoly 
‘was then raised. Mr. Hoshino ex- 
plained the policy of the Govern- 
ment as one of gradual reduction of 
the area planted, and indicated that 
steady progress was being made in 
that direction. “The disturbed con-

Imported in’ twelve months, ‘The 
figures given at the end of July, 1935, 
had showed nearly a million gallons 
more of petrol and a little over 4,100,- 
1000 gations more of kerosene, From 
fauthoritative sources it is ‘learned 
that the consumption of these pro 
Jducts during 1934 was over 18,000,000 
gals. of kerosene and 15,000,000 gals. 
fof petrol. The consumption ot kero- 
jsene might tend to diminish with 
the rapidly increasing use of elec 
tele light, but the great advance in 
Javiation and the steadily mounting 
fuse of motor trucks, motor cars and 
'e.xses, entirely apart from the army. 
Indicate that’ the requirement for 
petrol steadily must be mounting. 


Profits of the Monopoly 

‘The Manchoukuo Oil Monopoly is 
supposed to market its produets to| 
the wholesalers at prices which do 
not differ materially from those form= 
erly charged by the foreign oll 
companies. It is obvious, therefore, 
‘that If the monopoly does not pay 
Jduty, their receipts would be swell- 
Jed by an amount roughly equivalent 
to the duties, These duties were 
from 0.280 Yuan per gallon for 
kerosene in bulk up to 0318 Yuan 
per gallon for petrol in cases. Tt 
also is obvious that if the monopoly 
‘account retains an equivalent portion 
of the price which they receive for 
these products, that the Customs rev- 
enue has becn diminished by this 
Jomount, and that the monopoly pro- 
Mtg trom the sale of thelr products 
must be proportionately greater than 
the profits which could have been 
made by any importer who was 
obliged 10 pay the full duties. 

Of course it will not be overlooked 
‘that the importer may have been 
and probably was able to lay down 
hhis products at costs less than those 
Jat which the Manchoukuo Oil Mono- 
poly can procure it's supplies. Fur- 
thermore “until refineries in’ Man- 
choukuo, or rather in Dairen, are able 
to supply the entire requirements for 
the market, the oll monopoly must 
purchase fined oils elsewhere and 
the profit to be derived from the 
refining and delivering of this por- 
tion of Manchoukuo’s requirements 
must accrue to the suppliers from 
Jwhom the monopoly may purchase.

‘The population of Manchoukuo in- 
creased by “more than 3,000,000 in 
the past three years, according to 
latest figures received here from 
sinking. An early tabulation of 
data gathered by the Government of 
Manchoukuo discloses that the pres- 
ent population of the country is 
32,869,054, a gain of 3,202,097 persons 
over the total for December 31, 1032 
when the first official Manchoukuo 
census was taken and an increase of 
1,908,645 over December 31, .934, 

‘Many millions to-day ‘are ‘im= 
migrants, most of them Chinese 
laborers, The peak year in arrivals 
from the general direction of Shan- 
ung and Hopei was reached in 1927 
when more than 1,000,000 found thelr 
‘way to Manchurian farmlands, 

Since 1932, the year in which Man- 
‘choukuo was established, the number 
‘of Chinese entering this’ country has 
been kept under 500.000 annually and 
the door opened widely to Japanese 
seitiers who by nature are not adept 
colonists. Only 1,000 Japanese 
farmers are said to’ have entered 
‘Manchoukuo in 1932 and 1933, Larger 
numbers are believed tohave followed 
in 1934 and 1935, but by ‘no means 
is the Japanese agricultural popula- 
ion in Manchoukuo of any impor- 
tance as yet. 


Skilled Japanese Enter 

There has been, however, a swarm- 
ing into. Manchoukuo ‘of — office 
workers, business men, technicians 
and other skilled workers so that the 
tolal of Japanese in Manchoukuo to- 
day is estimated by at least one 
source as high as 400,000, or roughly 
40 per cent, of the entire Japanese 
overseas population, ‘The true 
magnitude of the estimated total be- 
comes apparent when compared with 
totals of Japanese settlers in arear 
in which Japan has had more time 
to develop colonization plans. In 
Korea, the Japanese population is 
returned at 523,446, in Saghalien only 
285,163, in Formosa 247,580, and in 
the South Soa Islands 28,201, 

Tn South America, the Japanese 
population is sald to be about 160,000, 
in Oceania about 150,000 and in North 
America 129,000. ‘The Japanese 
population in Manchoukuo, however, 
fs in marked contrast with most of 
the Japanese groups abroad, especi- 
ally in Brazil and North America. 
Instead of being agriculturists, they 
‘are here in business or are connected 
with governmental, industrial and 
communication activities, 

‘Most of the recent arrivals froin 
Japan are employed by the Govern. 
ment of Manchoukuo, the General 
Direction of Manchoukuo State Rail 
ways and by the numerous industria’ 
organizations that have been estab- 
lished in the last three years. Most 
fof the new Industrial firms. are al- 
most completely staffed with Japa: 
nese, 














rther Increase Anticipated 


In view of ambitious plans spon 
sored by the Japanese Government 
and by such local agencies as the 
SMR. Company, the Manchuria 
Colonization Co,, and the Kwantung 
Army, the number of Japanese in 
Manchoukuo is expected to increase 
at a more rapid pace in the near 
future, It is understood that Tokye 
already has a 10-year plan annually 
fo send 2,000 Japanese agricultural 
families to Manchoukuo.

We have gone White again. Early 
December gave us plenty of snow, 
then Christmas week thawed it away 
and the fine days of the first half 
ff this month confined the demon- 
Strations of winter to a hard frost. 
Skating has been in full swing ever 
Sinee the end of the old year and 
only one or two nights have failed 
the rinks fraternity by being a tittle 
too mild, ‘The warm sun which hes 
prevailed through most of the day- 
Hight hours made us feel less of the 
bitterness even though there was a 
steady frost. 

‘Whenever the winter here is at 
all cold our residents look out for 
the ‘accumulation of frozen spray 
lupon the beach, One year in four 
oF five we get this piled up to quite

The progressive shrinkage of 
International trade throughout the 
world during the last years has caused 
governments in all countries to direct 
reater attention to forolgn commerce 
than heretofore: and this refers 
particularly to Germany where the 
Tock of forolzn exchange brousht 
about by reparations and the result 
fant ‘burden of external indebtedness 
hhas unavoidably complicated and im- 
peded the transaetion of business with 
Torelan countries. 

“the introduction of exchange 
control in Germany was necessary to 
assure the stability of the German 
currency against the growing pressure 
fof external debis; but it was at the 
Same. time the means of preserving 
the German economic system and its 
purehasing power In international 
{rade and is, through progressive 
Hauldation of the forolzn debt. paving 
the way to a. speedy return to 
normaley in forelgn trade relations. 

China An Important Market 

Thus Germany, lke China, has 
cconomie and finanelal dificultios to 
Cope with and is seeking thelr solu- 
tion in he organization of the 
country's resources towards recovery 
fand reconsiruetion and in the deve- 
Topment of frlendly relations in her 
trade sith all nations. China is an 
important market for Germany, and 
Germany is becoming a growing con- 
Sumer of the raw materials and other 
products of China. 

“in this way Germany secks friend- 
ty co-operation with the countries of 
astern Asia by offering her industrial 
capacity In exchango for the products 
of thelr fertile soil and natural 
wealth. To increase the volume of 
foods "exchanged in inlernatlonal 
feade means to inerease the purchas- 
{ng and consuming power of the coun- 
fries therein participating and to 
furaish additional work and bread for 
the peoples."

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SILVER POLICY OF 
CHINA DEFENDED 


Economist Gives Talk to 
University Club 


Explaining China's 
going off the silver 
adopting paper as the 
‘exchange, Dr. ¥. C. 
chairman ot the 
Finance, addressed 
Jor the American University Club at 
thelr monthly luncheon in the Amer 
fean Club on Tuesday, Jan, 21. 

Dr. Ma stated that the American 
silver policy had caused China's 
jmove due to the fact that it tied up 
Thdustry, created unemployment, and 
in addition was disadvantageous to 
China financially. 

‘Two roads lay’ open to China, he 
said, Should China sacrifice indus 
{ey by remaining on the silver stand- 
ard, or should she abolish silver for 
prosperity? ‘The decision, he con~ 
Hinued, was not hard to choose, Tt 
was at ‘once seen that it, would 
be advisable to model China's finan 
Jees after those of Great Britain, and 
shortly afler Sir Frederick Lolth: 
Ross “arrived In China, China went 
loft the silver standard, it belng con- 
sidered the only way’ to save the 
feountry. 


Paychologleal Differences 

Dr, Ma made three points in his 
speech that were of interest to his 
faudience, First he sald that 
lpsycholozy of the Chinese was dil 
Jerent from that of the British, ‘The 
‘British, he explained, had never had 
to consider the pound sterling 
feoin, although it was used as the 
medium of @xchange, and that there 
fore the British had never felt any 
|misgiving about going off the gold 
standard. 

‘As regards the Chinese, however, 
Ihe pointed out that silver has always 
been revered in this country, and 
that the people had definite metallle 
superstitions, one of them being 
that the metal was always safer than 
paper. 

‘Dr. Ma's second point was whether 
jor not the Chinese banking system 
[Was comparable to the British bank- 
Ing system. “He sald that it was 
Jdefinitely not. He pointed out that 
British banks are governed with per 
fect discipline and are under one 
head, the Bank of England, 

China, on the other hand, he con- 
tinued, “had any number of banks, 
few of which worked in conjunction 
with others. ‘The result was that 
there were different rates of interest 
charged, and that one bank | might 
Jadopt a ‘banking procedure of its own 
with entire disregard of any other 
bank, Cohesion and unity in Chi-

Government Institutions to 
Remain Open 


Friday was the beginning of the 
Spring Holldoy, the old Chinese New 
‘Year's Day; bank were closed from that 
day till and including Monday next. 
The Lunar Year which ended on 
‘Thursday had 354 days: the year now 
beginning will have 389 days, ending 
on February 3, 1937, and it begins at 
an earller date than any lunar years 
Detween 1928 and 1947. 

‘Atter a night's unusual activity 
which Tasted till carly hours. next 
moming, Shanghal was all ready to 
Erect the Spring Festival, or the 
Chinese New Year holidays which 
began on Friday. With the exeeption 
of Government institutions which all 
Femained open as usual, normal busi. 
hess was not resumed until next 
Tuesday, the Afth day of the first 
moon, of the Good Fortune Day. 

‘The hurry and bustle began last 
week when accounts had to be sel- 
ted by varlous Chinese commercial 
establishments and a large quantity 
‘of provisions had to be laid in for 
{the holidays, On Thursday being dhe 
Settlement Day and the last day for 
purchases until after the holidays.

Moss vs. Moss and Morgan 


Judgment was given in HM. 
Supreme Court on Monday, Jan. 
20, by the Full Court on an 
‘appeal against an order made 
in’ HLM." Supreme Court Inst 
‘August giving the custody. of the 
child to the petitioner in the case 
Of Moss v, Moss and Morgan und 
allowing the petitioner to take the 
child out of the Jurisdiction of the 
Court.

Sudye erred in law and. that. he 
exercised his discretion altogether 
wrongly in. making such order as 
would permit the sald child to be 
permanently removed from the 
Jurisdiction of the Court,» Counsel 
for the appellant has submitted that 
In making the said order the learned 
‘udge has placed it beyond the power 
of the Court to give to the appellant 
‘access to the child at any future time. 
Tn my view, however, this conten- 
tion eannot be upheld, and T consider 
the appeal as ill-conceived. ‘The 
Jurisdiction of the Court to make an 
order inter partes in regard to. the 
eustody of oF access 10 this child is 
not founded upon {he actual presence 
of the child in China, and such juris- 
Giction Is not impaired by the fact 
that the child may be, as it now Is, 
in England, Tt still remains open to 
the Court to make an order” inter| 
partes granting the appellant. access 
fo the child, “The learned Judge has 

here exercised a judicial discretior 
‘and he has had regard, os the par- 
amount consideration, to the future 
welfare of the child, ‘That judicial 
igeretion was not, improperly exer- 
ised, and T consider that it should 
not be interfered with. For those 

‘reasons in my judgment the appeal 
‘should be dismissed.

Rex vs. William Henry Spencer| 


Suidament was pronounced by the 
Full Court on Monday, Jan. 20, in the 
cease arising’ out of an appeal against a 
verdict of guilty of being found in 
possession of forged  bank-notes, 
passed on William Henry Spencer 
‘after a trial by Jury. Sudgo A. G. 
Mostop presided, silting with Judge 
P, Grant Jones, and Judge R. 
Lindsell, Pulsne’ Judge and acti 
Chief Justice of Hongkong. 
Delivering the Judgment of the 
Full Court, Judge Lindsett said: 
“The Court’ is of opinion that this 
appeal must be allowed. The ap- 
yellant was convicted under Section 
€ ef the Forgery Act, 1913, for that 
he on the September 19," 1035, at 
‘Kulangsu, Amoy, without lawful aue 
thority or excuse had -in his. posses- 
sion a forged bank note knowing the 
same. to be forged; and he was 
sentenced to twelve months imprison- 
‘ment with hard labour. In the view 
Of the Court each of the two bank 
Roles with Identical numbers, bel 
Exhibits Nos. 6 and 7, was proved al 
the trial to be a forged bank note 
‘within the meaning of the Act. Fur 
ther, there was sich evidence that 
the appellant had these wo bank 
notes in his possession as the jury 
might reasonably have believed. 
‘There was nol, however, suMicient 
evidence justifying a finding that the 
appellant must-have known that 
either of the two notes was forged. 
‘The prosecution sought to establish 
the fact of such knowledge by in- 
trodueing evidence-of the finding in 
the possession of another person, 
who was sharing the appellant's 
bedroom at the time, of five other 
bank notes including the pair of 
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the appellant been charged with 
conspiring with this other person to 
@efraud by means of the use of du- 
plicate notes, this evidence _might| 
Well have been admissible; but it was 
ot admissible here, in the absence 
cf any evidence that the appellant 
knew of the existence of the other 
five notes, to show knowledge in him 
Of the falsity of Exhibit No. 8 or 
No. 7. The conviction must therefore 
hhe quashed and the appellant dis- 
charged. 

‘Judge Mossop thanked Mr. R. G.

A. 0. F. C. Officers’ Trial 


Further evidence was tendered 
on Monday, Jan. 20. by the 
prosecution, when the hearing was 
resumed in the US. Court for 
China of the caso. in which 
Frank J. Raven, President and Diree- 
tor, and John Wamer Brown, Vieo- 
Président and Director, respoctively, 
of the American-Oriental  Plnancé 
Corporation, again appeared on re- 
mand before Judgo M. J. Helmick to 
answer sixteen charges of embezzle- 
ment. fraudulent conversion, — false 
pretences, and lareeny by trickery in 
connection with thelr oficlal positions | 
fand dealings with the American- 
Oriental Finance Corporation (one of| 
aMiliated companies of the 
‘American-Oriontal Banking Corpora-| 
tion, now in liquidation). ‘Mr. Felthan 
‘Watson, US. District Attorney, with 
Dr, George Sellett, special assistant, is 
prosecuting on behalf of the US. 
Government. while Mr. Raven ts re- 
presented by Mr. R. 7. Evans (of 
‘Tientsin), and Mr. Brown by Mr. C. 8. 
Franklin and Mr. W. C. Watson. 
‘Mr. M. 8, Chen gave evidence that 
‘on March 9, 1934, he delivered to the 
‘American-Orlental Finance Corpora- 
tion 40 shares of American ‘Tel. & Tel. 
‘and, 40 shares of Canadian Pacific 
Stock, and in a teller of that date he | 
requested specifically that such shares 
should be put info a safe-keeping 
account. On March 12, 1934, the 
Finance Corporation acknowledged 
the  recelpt of those shares, and 
stated that they would be put into 
safe-keeping.

ties, or commodities, so, while In 
Amerlea on home eave in 1090, 1 
spent two weeks in the offices of the 
EA, Pierce Co., studying thelr proc 
‘dure in thelr San Francisco offce, in 
relation to the margin account shares, 
and fully paid shares. 1 went through 
thelr various departments under the 
guldanee of Mz. Wood and Mr. Curtis, 
members of tho firm. 

‘When I first Joined the Finance 
Corporation, Mr, Price was there acte 
ing as secretary’ and lawyer, and also 
fan assistant, Mr, Frank J.’ Hill, At 
the time the Finance Corporation was 
first Jaunched into the brokerai 
Business with New York stocks, Mr, 
Price passed on all forms, including 
the signature forms, and procedure 
from a legal standpoint. I took up 
the question of procedure, with ra 
ference to fully paid-up shares with 
Mr, Price and Mr, Hill, and also dl 
eussed the matter with Mr. Raven, 
Mr, Price sald it was legal for us to

KIANGSU 3rd HIGH COURT 


Bagiviantz Appeal 

‘A. reduction by one-third in the 
twelve-yenr imprisonment sentence 
was granted by the ‘Third Branch 
Klangsu High Court on Tuesday after. 
noon, dan. 21, to the Armenian baker, 
(©. N. Bagiriantz, who was convicted 
of slaying his Russian employee Alox- 
‘ander Seminoff because of the latter's 
Indecent acts towards his two young 
aughters, 

"The reduction was given os a result 
of an appeal against the Lower 
Court's ‘decision by both the French 
Police. and Bagiviantz himself. The 
French Police asked for a light 
sentence on the grounds that the 
prisoner had killed his Russia 
‘employee through strong provocation, 
that he surrendered himself after 
‘the erlme, and that his past conduct 
‘nad been good. 

In giving his decision, the chief 
Judge of the High Court mentioned 
ihat the prison term had been reduced 
In view ‘of the prosecution's request 
‘andthe fact that the prisoner had 
‘killed Seminoft under strong pro~ 
vocation. However, the Judge sald, 
IC'the deceased Russian had com= 
‘mitted ‘any’ offence against the 
prisoner's daughters, the prisoner 
should have dealt with him according 
{to law instead of “killing him.

Customs Examiner Sentenced 


Charged with malfeasance in oMfee 
and offering bribery to a public 
oMfelal, John Harry Anderson, an un- 
recognized Swede, a Customs ox- 
aminer, was convicted on the first 
charge'and sentenced to five months’ 
imprisonment and fine of $1,000 by 
the First Special District Court last 
Wednesday. 

He appeared for the frst time before 
the Chinese court on January 13 after 
he had, it was alleged, received 
bribe of $5,000 from Sun Uh-tsing on 
January 9 jin House No, 2 Lane No. 
449, Baikal Road. Sun was of the 
Pao Tal Shop at 260 Klukiang Road. 
He failed to return certain Customs 
Importation passes for a silk cargo 
for eaneellation and it was on account 
oof this that Anderson had demanded 
‘bribe from him, the prosecution 
alleged. 

‘The accused dented having received

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INCONSEQUENCES 


By Larmaron 


‘The accession of a new King to. 
the throne of Great Britain natural 
ly arouses comparisons with the ex- 
porience of his father over twenty- 
five years ago. When King George 
V succeeded King Edward VII, 
aeroplanes had not become part and 
parcel of the transport arrange= 
ments of the world, wireless tele- 
graphy was in its infaney, the 
einema had barely emerged’ from 
the position of an adjunct to the 
‘music hall entertainment. Broad- 
casting was unknown... King George 
V lived to find those handmaids to 
‘communication indispensable factors 
in conducting the business of king- 
ship. He learnt to broadcast to the 
Empire, to endure the camera's 
penetrating invasion of his privacy. 
It he did not himself use the rero- 
plane, he was indirectly made aware 
of its existence by the alr-mail 
‘which expedited his correspondence 
and by the journeys of his sons as 
they performed the duty of assisting 
him in discharging the functions of 
royalty. King Edward VII has 
already flown as King just as he did 
‘a8 Prince of Wales. His voice on 
the broadcasting apparatus as on 
the tallcle cinema is as well known 
his late father’s and, ineldertally, 
is rated highly by Hollywood. No 
doubt these accessories have their 
advantages in cementing relotion~ 
ships between the Crown and the 
people, ‘They also imply drastic 
changes in the King’s routine and 
deserve some consideration from 
that point of viow—especially as be~ 
fore long television will add to the 
process of unveilment. 

‘The cinema is s0 much the con~ 
stant companion of men and women 
in high places that it is diMeult to 
realize how recent is its installation 
as the recorder of events. Just 
after the War, when King George 
‘and Queen Mary planned to make 
thelr now hisiorie tour of the 
midlands and north of England, the 
idea of including a cinematograph 
operator in their party seemed to 
His Majesty to be, at first sight, 
highly incongruous.’ Ever a modest 
and retiring man, King George 
resented the now’ threat to his 
privacy, ‘The importance of the 
record was urged upon him and 
carefully explained, ‘The _com~ 
monsense of which he possessed 
uch an abundance overcame Iris 
diffidenee, ‘The operator chosen 
was a character after the King's 
‘own heart: he might have walked 
out of the pages of Dickens. He 
was a cockney of cockneys-—had 
tumbled into the theatrical profes- 
sion as a ten year old imp by pick 
ing up the stubs of greasepaints for 
the actors and actresses in their 
dressing rooms at the Camberwell 
Palace of Varieties. 

From that employment he had 
wravitated to scene-shifting and 
finally had been caught up.in the 
new cinema industry. Sensing the 
importance of cinema-photography 
he had entered the business “on the 
ground floor.” He was selected to 
take the records of the King and 
Queen as they journeyed through 
Industrial England to thank the 
‘workers for the part played by the 
factories in winning the war. ‘This 
innovation was well carried out. 
‘As each record was taken it was 
sent an to the next town on their 
Majesties’ programme. ‘The people 
of Leeds, for example, seeing Birm- 
ingham’s reception of the King and 
Queen on the sereen, made up their 
minds to go one belter for the 
honour of Yorkshire, So the tour 
developed triumph after triumph— 
and the former stage hand of Cam- 
berwell did not disguise his belief 
‘that he had a lot to do with it. The. 
fact remains that, later, when the 
Prince of Wales’ required similar 
assistance on his Empire tour, he 
‘was accompanied by the same 
operator who had introduced his 
father to the screen. And the 
special correspondents always found. 
that when facilities were being ar- 
ranged for the press, the cinemato- 
graph representative was assured of 
the first choice of transport and of 
the best point of vantage. 














Now of course the cinema is taken 
for granted and the King figured 


in news budgets every week as part 
of the court routine. His successor 
has been equally well served. In- 
deed King Edward VIIt and Mr. 
Ramsay MacDonald share the dis- 
tinetion of being the pioneers in 
‘their own respective degrees in 
fight and cinema broadcasting. Mr. 
MacDonald was the first Prime| 
Minister to introduce his Cabinet to 
the public through the screen. ‘The 
new King is as comfortable ir. the 
air as at sea or on land; his broad~ 
casting talent has been already 
noted, Mr, MacDonald has used the 
aeroplane’ more than any other 
Cabinet Minister. Only Sir John 
Simon and Sir Samuel Hoare can 
boast of a like record and Sir 
Samuel was, for some time Minister 
of Air, so his achievements do not 
eount for so much as those of his 
colleagues. 

‘This aeroplane-broadcasting-cine~ 
‘ma business needs watching. It 
has enormously added to the strain 
imposed on public men. Kings are 
not the only victims. President 
Roosevelt must sometimes envy his 
Tate cousin whose energy was so re- 
markable but who had nothing like 
the demands made on it as on his 
namesake to-day. Premiers of 
France have admittedly to shoulder 
‘burdens from which others are 
immune. It is so difficult to assess 
the constancy of the political 
‘amalgamation on the Government's 
side. French Premiers fall with 
distressing frequency and now to 
their trials is added the fatal ac

camera, Dictators probably view 
the question in a different light. 
‘The Dictator has taken the cinema 
and the radio to his bosom and, 
somehow or other, the peculiar 
technique of dictatorial polities 
robs publicity of its irksomeness for 
the Dictator, He knows perfectly: 
‘well that he cannot be maligned and 
the powers at his disposal ensure 
him of reasonable privacy, although 
even he at times must feel the strain 
thrown upon him by the combina- 
tion of spotlight, radio and screen. 

‘The start of a new reign is a 
suitable time for the people of 
Great Britain to consider whether 
they should not reduce the demands 
made upon their Sovereign. ‘The 
revelation of the efforts made to} 
Induce the late King to sign a state 
paper on his death-bed does credit 
to his tenacity and sense of duty. 
Tt does not flatter the discretion of 
hhis entourage. Many people will 
be disposed to ask why the dying 
monarch was thus troubled when— 
to all appearances—the creation of 
a State Council was likely to be 
rendered nugatory within a few 
hours—as indeed happened. ‘The 
new King, overwhelmed with the 
sorrow of'a personal and national 
Joss, is at once plunged into the 
routine of signing innumerable 
| papers. No doubt every considera~ 
tion is being shown by his ex- 
perienced staff, but it would be 
interesting to know their views of 
certain services demanded of him 
in the matter of signing documents. 
Omcial tradition has a way of 
steadfastly accumulating practices 
‘which receive no critical examina~ 
tion from time to time in the light 
of modern developments. ‘Thus the| 
King may easily be weighed down’ 
by the discharge of functions which 
a little prevision and intelligent 
perception of essentials might spare 
him. 
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For, thanks to the machinery of 
‘modern publicity, the King is more 
intimately known (o his people than 
any of his predecessors. ‘The| 
camera relentlessly records his daily | 
programme, The microphone on 
occasions catches and transmits his 
‘words, The aeroplane endows him| 
with the capacity of the Trishinan’s:

mediate thaw the countryside still 
ies in the iron grip of King Frost:
